SUBSTITUTE FOR COAL. 


Newark, N. J., Mart Invents a Fuel at 


$1 a Ton. 


J. O. Penter of Newark, N. J., has 


invented a substitute for coal which 
he hopes soon to put on the market 
with a view of 
revolutionizing the 


trade in that commodity and inciden- 
tally increasing his own finances. The 
new substitute is called coalite, and, it 
is said, can be manufactured so as to 
retail at $1 per ton. 


For several months Mr. Penter has 


been experimenting with the product 
and it was only after an expert chem- 
ist had been called in that the inven- 
tion was finally completed. It is said 
for the product that it is clean, lasting 
and produces heat equal to coal. A 
clear, blue invisible simoke is eonitted 
by the coalite, and the ash left after 
the burning is similar in appearance 
to that left by a cigar. 
The ingredients, used in the process 


of manufacture were not made known 
by Mr. Penter, but coal dust, a chemi- 
cal and a small portion of earth are 
brought into play. 


When made up the composition pre- 


sents a hairy surface, is light 
in 


weight and can be made into any 
shape desired. It is black, the same 
as coal, but outside of that resembles 
turf, which is used in Ireland 
so ex- 


tensively as fuel. The process of 
manufacture is so simple that a child 
can mix it up to the proper consisten- 
cy if given the ingredients. 


Mr. Penter says he went to the coal 


yards of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
company, and secured two large bags 
of the dust lying at waste around the 
dumps. Taking these to his home he 
emptied them in a large 'washtub, and 
with the assistance of the chemist he 
soon made the coalite. For several 
months be experimented, trying to 
make the ingredients solidify, 
and 


after much labor and time his efforts 
were successful. 


The matter when first made, is in a 


moist condition and as a result can be 
molded into any shape or size desired. 
According to Mr. Penter's views it 
would be tar better to manufacture 
the coalite in the shape 
of bricks, 


like the French briquettes, and sell 
these. One 'brick, he says, would last 
for two hours and wou'.el afford ample 
fuel for an ordinary stove.

The constant increase of the secretion 
is therefore provided with a corre- 
sponding loss, which takes place almost 
as imperceptibly as tbe constant loss 
of the superficial layer of the skin from 
tbe surface of the body. 


Th'3 explanation serves to make 


clear why the use of ear spoons, pins 
or hairpins is unnecessary. Tbe use 
of such objects is not only superflu- 
ous, but it is often tbe cause of the. 
very condition which those who use 
them would prevent. 


Even TOO vigorous washing with a 


twisted cloth or sponge, for example, 
may result in pushing the wax back 
into the canal until a mass sufficient 
to block the entire opening is accumu- 
lated. 


The first Intimation of the presence 


of Impacted wax is often the snddeu 
occurrence of a considerable degree" of 
deafness. This is most likely to hap- 
pen on a damp day or just after or dur- 
ing a bath. A slight amount of mois- 
ture causes the mass to swell so that 
tbe narrow chink previously existing 
between the mass and the canal is 
closed. If it is not now removed, the 
mass may shrink and the bearing pow- 
er be temporarily restored, only to be 
lost again when conditions arise caus- 
ing an increase in tbe size of the mass. 


Firm, gentle syringing with warm 


water from a piston ear syringe is usu- 
ally regarded as the safest and best 
method of removing the mass, the 
handling of which had better be in- 
trusted to a physician or trained nurse, 
if possible.— Youth's Companion.

A few days ago a young woman bur- 


r-ed into tlit- office of the posrmaster at 
New York and asked to have a letter 
withdrawn from Ilie mails. She bad 
ixwted Jt an bour previously, sbe said, 
o:id since then bad learned something 
ubout Mr. Blank tbat incensed ber; 
iLi-refore sbe did not want to keep the j 
appointment sbe had consented to in 
the letter. Could sbe reclaim tbe mis- 
sive before it reached tbe addressee? 
she Snquired. 


Tht- postmaster referred ber to tbe 


superintendent of mails, and \ritbin 
half an boxir tbe letter was picked out 
from among thousands of its mates 
and restored to the claimant, who tore 
it into bits and walked out of tbe post- 
offlce. 


Tbe authorities of the postofflce have 


made every provision for absent aad 
fickle minded patrons of the malls. 
Among tbe most interesting and valu- 
able is the process by which a letter 
may be reclaimed after it has been 
posted. 


Comparatively few people know tbat 


this can be done, and fewer care to 
take tbe trouble of going through tbe 
forms which have been prescribed- 
forms which are to a degree cumber- 
some and time consuming, but which, 
nevertheless, are necessary to prevent 
deception and fraud. 


Occasions arise when the writer of 


an important letter desires to with- 
draw it before it reaches its destina- 
tion. Oftentimes additional knowledge 
of a proposed transaction is acquired 
after a letter has been sent to the post- 
office, making it highly desirable that 
the facts related in tbe letter do not 
reach the person for whom they were 
originally intended. In case, too, where 
knowledge of the failure of a mercan- 
tile firm or a banking house reaches a 
person who has mailed a check or draft 
to that concern it is sometimes wise 
to withdraw the letter before it is de- 
livered. 


The postal authorities have a system 


by which such a lettermay be reclaimed 
if application is made for it before it 
is delivered. Application must be made 
in person. Tbe government provides a 
blank upon which the applicant writes 
the address that is given on tbe letter. 
If that letter has not left the postoifice, 
tbe superintendent of mails finds it ami 
compares the address on the envelope 
with the address on the applicant's 
'lip. If the addresses are identical, tho 
'?tter is returned to the chiimaut and 
the authorities keep the slip as a re- 
ceipt. 


To reclaim a letter sent out of the of- 


fice the writer must fill out the pre- 
scribed blank and deposit $1 for tele- 
grams. The superintendent of mails 
then telegraphs the postoffice to which 
the letter has been sent and asks him 
to return it. When it reaches him, he 
compares the addresses, and if they 
are alike he returns the letter to the 
applicant. The expense of telegraph- 
Ing is deducted from the deposit, and 
tbe balance is returned. 


This involves a study of handwrit- 


ing. If there is a noticeable difference 
in the little things which are charac- 
teristic—the manner of crossing the 
"t's" or the dotting of the "i's" or the 
peculiar little flourishes which ure 
made after a name—the letter is not 
rlelivered to the claimant. In cases 
where letters are addressed by type- 
writer it is impossible to identify the 
applicant in this way. 


When the claimant is a well Luown 


business man, however, personally 
known to the postal authorities, let- 
ters are sometimes returned upon his 
mere request, a receipt, however, being 
asked. 


At the New York postofHce, accord- 


Ing to the first assistant postmaster, 
the average number of letters with- 
drawn each week is ten. Most of thcsft 
are from the domestic mails. Few arc; 
from the city mails, because the let- 
ters are collected so frequently and. 
delivered so quickly that there is little 
chance of "catching'' a letter in tho 
)tlice. 


Occasionally letters which have been 


uldressed to foreign countries ure 
isked to be returned. In such a casa 
i deposit of ?2,"> is required to cover 
the expense of telegraph and cable 
lolls. Letters addressed to points !n 
almost every country on the face of 
the earth may bo reclaimed in this way 
IT application is made betoro tho mis- 
she is delivered to the addressee. 


Croat P.ritain, however, takes the 


stand that a letter when once dropped 
In a mail box becomes tho property of 
the addressee, but makes exception in 
the cases of tho Cape and Australian 
colonies. Why this exception the local 
postal authorities do not knew.—New 
York Times.

• DEVICE FOB HOLDING HOESES. 


lower end of tbe spindle protrudes 
from tbe bracket and is connected by 
a universal joint to a rod -which tele- 
scopes in a tube carried In a bracket 
on the front axle. On the rod Is a 
series of pins which project through 
longitudinally ranging slots in the tube, 
whereby the rotary motion of the tube 
is communicated to the rod. 


At the lower end of the tube is a 


small bevel gear which engages a large 
bevel gear on the Irub of one of the 
front wheels. The teeth of these gears 
are curved outwardly so as to allow 
for any uneveuness in the road, and 
all play in the parts is taken up by a 
spring coiled in the tube and abutting 
against the end of the rod held therein. 
A lever on the rod connects with the 
top of the tube and permits the latter 
to be lifted sufficiently to disconnect 
the gears. This will be found useful 
In long drives, when it is desirable to 
save the parts from -wear. 


To fasten the horse one needs simply 


to wind the reins around the spindle 
and secure them xmder a hook on the 
disk. If the horse should start for- 
ward, the reins will be quickly wound 
up on the spindle and the animal sud- 
denly checked. Any subsequent back- 
ward movement would have no effect, 
on account of the spring pressed pawl 
ratchet, which prevents rotation of the . 
spindle 
in the opposite direction. 


Hence, whichever way the horse may 
turn, tbe wheels cannot be moved. 


The following simplified method for 


jlie restoration of drowning persons 
and of those wbo have lost conscious- 
ness through asphyxia or any other 
cause was developed by Dr. J. V. La- 
borde of the School of Anthropology, In 
Paris. It has proved efficacious in 
many cases. In one cited, of a child 
wbo bad been submerged for nearly 
fifteen minutes, tbe return of breathing 
was accomplished in ten ininmes. A 
translation given by Harper's Weekly 
is from a leaflet wbicb Dr. Labonle 
distributes among his pupils, end its 
publication now, when accidents iii the 
water are common, Is believed to be 
timely: 


1. As soon as the drowning man 


has been taken from the water force 
open his mouth. If the teeth, are 
clinched, separate them with the fin- 
gers or by means of any bard object— 
e. g., a piece of wood, tbe end of a 
cane, the handle of a knife, of a spoon 
or of a fork. 


2. Firmly seize between the thumb 


and the first finger of the right hand 
the end of tbe tongue, using your hand- 
kerchief or any piece of linen to pre- 
vent tbe tongue from slipping; then re- 
peatedly, rhythmically and with de- 
cision pull it from the mouth and 
relax it alternately, at the rate of at 
least twenty times a minute, imitating 
the cadeneed movements of expiration 
and inspiration. 


8. At the same time introduce far 


back Into tbe throat the first finger of 
the left hand, pressing upon the base, 
of tbe tongue, so as to induce vomit- 
ing, and thus free tbe stomach of the 
water or food whicb tncunibers it. 


4. This treatment, the most effica- 


cious known method of bringing back 
the respiration, must be begun without 
tbe slightest delay and persistently 
continued for a half hour, an bour or 
more. At the same time all the usual 
remedies must be applied. Most Im- 
portant are the removal of the cloth- 
Ing, friction over the whole body, pres- 
sure upon the anterior part of the 
chest, the restoration of the bodily 
heat and, where It is possible, the 
application upon the region of the 
heart of compresses of very hot water. 


Tbe same method may and should be 


applied, in the same manner, in nil 
cases of asphyxia and of syncope (loss 
of 
consciousness), 
from 
whatever 


cause.

The announcement was made recent- 


ly in a London paper that a perfect 
blue rose had been received from tuio 
country nt tbe Kew gardens. There 
was nothing in the short notice, aside 
from the mention that the rose was 
considered a botanical curiosity, to in- 
dicate that tho flower, a perfect blue, 
marks an epoch in rose culture. 


Among the faddists in the growing 


of the rose it has been for ages tho 
sought for color. Xot that there would 
bo any particularly large money re- 
ward, but there seems to -bo some al- 
lurement in the hope that their name 
may go down In botanical history trail- 
ing* after a Latin prefix as the grower 
of "a perfect blue." 


In other countries nnd in bygone 


years things were different as to tho 
monetary rewards for successful grow- 
ing of floral monstrosities. This was 
notably the case in the Netherlands 
during the early part of the seven- 
teenth century. 
The country went 


mad over the tulip, and large bonuses 
In cash ".-ere offered for the produc- 
tion of .perfect specimens of the dif- 
ferent varieties, especially a true black. 
And one instance is recorded where 
13,000 florins was paid for n single 
plant. 


While the growing of these floral 


froaks has always been a matter of 
much interest to botanists, it has been 
n luxury with which tbe commercial 
•florist, no matter how enthusiastic, 
could not afford to toy. He is mostly 
concerned In the successful raising of 
varieties for which there Is a well 
known public demand. Thus exper- 
imentation has become a monopoly en- 
joyed by private botanical students 
and those nt the head of botanical gar- 
dens nnd the conservatories attached 
to private estates. ' .

George C. Cannon, a sophomore at 


Harvard university and a son of rrefii- 
dent Henry W. Cannon of tbe Chase 
National bank of Kew York, is the in- 
ventor and builder of a steam motor 
car which has been repeatedly run at 
the rate of more than a mile a minute 
upon an ordinary road and has covered 
five miles upon a circular track one- 
third of a mile in circumference in 8m. 
2G 2-5s., which is a world's record for a 
steam carriage. 


The Cannon car, though not so freak- 


ish in appearance as the Baker racing 
machine Trtiich was tbe cause of a fa- 
tal accident at speed trials on Statcn 
Island, is strikingly novel in appear- 
ance ns well as in construction. 
Its 


most prominent feature is a large boil- 
er surmounted by a. short, obliquely 
placed stack, which is set almost 
in tho middle of the carriage. Back of 
it is the engine, aud in the extreme 
rear is the engineer's seat. 


A particularly rakish effect is given 


to the front of the car by a large water 
tank, with sloping sides, holding twen- 
ty gallons, which also acts as a dash- 
board and wind shield for the driver, 
-whose seat is between it and the 
boiler. 
The fuel used is gasoline at a pres- 


sure of about ninety pounds, which 
gives a very hot lire, by whic^ steam 
at 200 pounds pressure may be gen- 
erated from cold water in less than two 
minutes. In racing the steam pressure 
Is maintained at over 400 pounds. Tho 
steering is done by a horizontal wheel 
connecting with the front wheels. The 
driver steers tbe machine and operates 
the throttle while tbe fireman attends 
to the fire.
